Senate Concurrent Resolution 13 

Senator Aikin offered the following 
resolution: 

S. C. R. No. 13, Granting Edna 
Ruth Sargent permission to sue the 
State. 

Whereas, On or about the 26th day 
of June, A. D., 1946, D. D. Sargent, 
while a pedestrian on State Highway 
No. 37 in Red River County, Texas, 
at a point approximately eleven miles 
North of the City of Clarksville was 
struck by a motor vehicle then owned 
by the State Highway Department 
and/or the State of Texas, said motor 
vehicle being then and there operated 
by an employee of the Highway De­
partment of the State of Texas to 
which was attached and affixed an 
oil tank loaded with oil, inflicting 
serious bodily injuries upon said D. 
D. Sargent resulting in his death; 
that at said time the said Highway 
Department was engaged in the origi­
nal construction of a portion of said 
Highway No. 37 extending North 
from the City of Clarksville in said 
Red River County, Texas toward Red 
River; that the operator of said motor 
vehicle and trailer attached and af­
fixed thereto, was, at time of the 
infliction of said injuries upon the 
deceased, an employee, agent and 
servant of the said State Highway 
Department, was acting within the 
scope of his employment, and under 
the direct control, supervision and 
orders of the State Highway Depart­
ment of Texas; and 

Whereas, Edna Ruth Sargent, sur­
viving wife of D. D. Sargent, de­
ceased, individually and as guardian 
or next friend of Bobby Dale Sargent 
a minor, non-compos mentis, and sur­
viving child of D. D. Sargent, de­
ceased, suffered damages as the result 
of the death of the D. D. Sargent, and 
desire to bring suit to recover for 
their damages growing out of his 
death; now, therefore, be it 

Resolved, By the Senate of Texas, 
the House of Representatives concur­
ring, that the said Edna Ruth Sargent, 
surviving wi.fe of D. D. Sargent, de­
ceased, individually and as next friend 
or guardian of the estate of Bobby 
Dale Sargent, a minor and non-compos 
mentis, is hereby granted permission 
to bring suit in any Court of Red 
River County, Texas, having juris­
diction of the amount of controversy 
against the State of Texas and/ or 
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Highway Department of Texas, to de­
termine whether the injurious acci­
dent and death mentioned herein and 
personal injuries sustained were due 
to the negligence of the employees 
of the State of Texas and/ or High­
way Department of Texas, while con­
structing, working on or maintaining 
State Highway No. 37 and while in 
the course and scope of their employ­
ment, and to determine the amount of 
damages, if any, occasioned by the 
death of D. D. Sargent, deceased, di­
rectly and proximately resulting from 
such negligence of the employees of 
the State of Texas and/or Highway 
Department of Texas to Edna Ruth 
Sargent, individually and as next 
friend or guardian of the estate of 
Bobby Dale Sargent, minor and non­
compos mentis, and to recover judg­
ment therefor; and, be it further 

Resolved, That service of citation 
and/ or all other necessary processes 
may be had upon the Governor of the 
State of Texas or the Attorney Gen­
eral of the State of Texas at Austin, 
Texas; and that said suit be tried un­
der the same rules of law, liability, 
and evidence, and ·in like manner as 
similar suits instituted against pri­
vate corporations are tried. How­
ever, it is to be understood that the 
purpose of this resolution is to grant 
permission to Edna Ruth Sargent, 
surviving wife of D. D. Sargent, de­
ceased, individually and as guardian 
of the estate or next friend, for 
Bobby Dale Sargent, a minor and non­
compos mentis, to bring suit against 
the State of Texas, and/or Highway 
Department of Texas; and no admis­
sion of liability of the State is made 
by this resolution, and the facts as set 
out therein must be proved in Court; 
and be it further 

Resolved, That suit may be insti­
tuted upon said claim at any time 
within two years from and after the 
date of the passage and approval of 
this resolution.
